port came like clap of thunder to the 
various coffee dealers throughout the 
city, who were mado' acquainted with, it 
last night, and if a confirmation is re- 
ceived it is likely to be productive of 
a serious panic on the exchange. 


Mr. Jo-,. J. O'Donoghue says: "We 


received information about a year ^pgo 
in our correspondence from Brazil of a 
rumored uprising of the slaves in vari- 
ous parts of that country, but npthing 
more was heard of it, and since th^n tb,e 
news from Rio haS been of a {fiost cb,e£f- 
ful character.

His identity has already been ac- 


knowledged by the London agents of the 
Australian solicitors to the deceased 
millionaire. Pearce leaves England for 
Auetialia in the course of a day or two. 
He worked for several master plasterers 
in Northampton, and is described by his 
fellow workmen as a quiet, reserved fel- 
low, a teetotaler, and gave people the 
idea that he had seen better days.—Lon- 
don Times.
